Rome Hears that Berlin Offers Ser. 


via Outlet Into Adriatic as Price 
of Immediate Peace, and that Ser.

London, July 9.—General Botag 


commanding the British forces in 
South Africa lias accepted the sur- 
render of the entire German force in 
southwestern Africa. Hostilities have 
ceased. That was the official word 
received from Petoria yesterday. This 
gives Great Britain undisputed cen- 
tral of a colony embracing 326,000 
square miles. Five thousand German 
soldiers defended it. 


Other dispatches state that the 


TuiKi.,h arsenal, Cornedor, was par- 
tially destroyed by an explosion the 
origin of which has not been ascer- 
tained. The shock was felt in Con-, 
stantinople and caused a panic there, 
;he Turkish inhabitants believing that 
the Russian Black sea fleet had blown 
up one of the Bosphorus forts.

that Germans halted their ship in the 
North sea oand set it afire.

Here Is Good News

Colonel Lott found himself broke ta 
the little town of Beeville down In the 
Gulf Coast region pf Texas, many 
miles off a railroad. Strictly speaking, 
he was not exactly strapped of money, 
for he had enough In his pocket to 
pay his stage fare back to San An- 
tonio 


He tossed up a 60-cent piece to de- 


termine -whether he should remain in 
Beeville or hunt a new job elsewhere. 
The "new Job" proposition won the 
toss He returned to San Antonio and 
a few weeks later he began the con- 
struction of the San Antonio & Aran- 
sas Pass railroad His entire borrowed 
capital when he started that project 
was $50 He got hold of a few miles 
of old iron rails on credit, got enough 
money and land bonuses along the 
route to the proposed road to float the 
scheme, laid the second-hand rails on 
a makeshift roadbed and went to New 
Tork to complete the financial ar- 
rangements for constructing the road, j 


He bonded the first few miles of 


the road for $40,000 a mile and sold 
the bonds to Wall street interests 
With the proceeds received from these 
bonds the road was extended, and as 
fast as finished the bonomg process 
was repeated 
To make a long story 


short, Colonel Lott constructed a sys 
tern of railroads more than seven hun 
dred miles long extending from San 
Antonio to Corpus Christ! and Hock 
port on the coast, with other Imes 
running to Houston, to Waco and to 
Kerrville 
He came out of the deal a 


wealthy man 
Along about the same 


time he constructed the Te\as Mexl 
can railroad that runs bet» een Corpus 
Christ! and Laredo, 161 miles 
This 


road Is now a part of the Nationa: 
Rail-ways of Mexico. 


With the wealth that he had ac- 


cumulated by his railroad building op- 
erations, Colonel Lott went to New 
Yprk and opened an office on Wall 
street 
He had a fine home on the 


Hudson river and was ranked well un 
among the men of finance His New 
York expurienres, however, were dis- 
astrous from a financial standpoint 
ind in a few jears he returned to 
South Texas, making his home in 
BrownsviDs. 


It was Colonel Lott who "discov-

GERMANS CONTIMUE TO 


FLIRT WITH AMERICA 


(Contimntd From P«f e Ou) 


"In order to exclude any unfore- 


seen dangers to American passenger 
.steamers, made possible In view of 
the conduct of maritime war by eGr- 
inany's adversaries, German submar- 
ines will be instructed to permit the 
free nad safe passage of such pas- 
fienger steamers when made recogniz- 
able by special markings and notified 
area, a reasonable time in advance. 
The imperial government, 'however, 
confidently hopes htat the American 
government will assume to guarantee 
that these vessels have,no contraband 
OH board, details of arrangement for 
the unhampered passage of these ves- 
sels to be agreed upon by the naval 
authorities of both sides. 


"In order to furnish adequate faci- 


lities for travel across the Atlantic 
for American citizens, the German 
government submits for consideration 
« proposal to increase the number of 
available steamers by installing in 
passenger service a reasonable nuin- 
ber of neutral steamers under the 
American flag, the exact number to 
be agreed upon under the same con- 
dition as the above mentioned steam- 
ers. 


"The imperial government believes 


it can assume that in this manner, 
adequate facilities for trave across 
the Atlantic ocean can be 
afforded 


American citizens. 
There 
would, 


therefore, appear to be no compelling 
necessity for American citizens 
to 


travel to Europe in time «» war on 
ships carrying an enme yfiag. 
In 


particular, the imperial government* 
is unable oo admit that American cit- 
izens can protect an enemy ship 
through the mere fact of their pres- 
ence on board. 


'Germany merely 
followed Eng- 


land's example when she declared 
part of the high sea, an area of war. 
Consequently, accidenty suffered by 
neutrals on enemy ships in this area 
of waj, cannot well be judged differ- 
ently from accidents to which neu- 
trals are at all times exposed at the 
seat of war on land when they be- 
;ake themselves into dangerous local- 
ities in spite of previous warnigns. 
OF, however, it should not be possible 
for the American government to ac-

About thirtj five years ago 


Colonel Lott found himself broke ta 
the little town of Beeville down In the 
Gulf Coast region pf Texas, many 
miles off a railroad. Strictly speaking, 
he was not exactly strapped of money, 
for he had enough In his pocket to 
pay his stage fare back to San An- 
tonio 


He tossed up a 60-cent piece to de- 


termine -whether he should remain in 
Beeville or hunt a new job elsewhere. 
The "new Job" proposition won the 
toss He returned to San Antonio and 
a few weeks later he began the con- 
struction of the San Antonio & Aran- 
sas Pass railroad His entire borrowed 
capital when he started that project 
was $50 He got hold of a few miles 
of old iron rails on credit, got enough 
money and land bonuses along the 
route to the proposed road to float the 
scheme, laid the second-hand rails on 
a makeshift roadbed and went to New 
Tork to complete the financial ar- 
rangements for constructing the road, j 


He bonded the first few miles of 


the road for $40,000 a mile and sold 
the bonds to Wall street interests 
With the proceeds received from these 
bonds the road was extended, and as 
fast as finished the bonomg process 
was repeated 
To make a long story 


short, Colonel Lott constructed a sys 
tern of railroads more than seven hun 
dred miles long extending from San 
Antonio to Corpus Christ! and Hock 
port on the coast, with other Imes 
running to Houston, to Waco and to 
Kerrville 
He came out of the deal a 


wealthy man 
Along about the same 


time he constructed the Te\as Mexl 
can railroad that runs bet» een Corpus 
Christ! and Laredo, 161 miles 
This 


road Is now a part of the Nationa: 
Rail-ways of Mexico. 


With the wealth that he had ac- 


cumulated by his railroad building op- 
erations, Colonel Lott went to New 
Yprk and opened an office on Wall 
street 
He had a fine home on the 


Hudson river and was ranked well un 
among the men of finance His New 
York expurienres, however, were dis- 
astrous from a financial standpoint 
ind in a few jears he returned to 
South Texas, making his home in 
BrownsviDs. 


It was Colonel Lott who "discov-

In the latter yea^s of his l^e Colo- 


nel Lott attempted to put through 
two or three railroad building schemes, 
but he found conditions so different

GERMANS CONTIMUE TO 


FLIRT WITH AMERICA 


(Contimntd From P«f e Ou) 


"In order to exclude any unfore- 


seen dangers to American passenger 
.steamers, made possible In view of 
the conduct of maritime war by eGr- 
inany's adversaries, German submar- 
ines will be instructed to permit the 
free nad safe passage of such pas- 
fienger steamers when made recogniz- 
able by special markings and notified 
area, a reasonable time in advance. 
The imperial government, 'however, 
confidently hopes htat the American 
government will assume to guarantee 
that these vessels have,no contraband 
OH board, details of arrangement for 
the unhampered passage of these ves- 
sels to be agreed upon by the naval 
authorities of both sides. 


"In order to furnish adequate faci- 


lities for travel across the Atlantic 
for American citizens, the German 
government submits for consideration 
« proposal to increase the number of 
available steamers by installing in 
passenger service a reasonable nuin- 
ber of neutral steamers under the 
American flag, the exact number to 
be agreed upon under the same con- 
dition as the above mentioned steam- 
ers. 


"The imperial government believes 


it can assume that in this manner, 
adequate facilities for trave across 
the Atlantic ocean can be 
afforded 


American citizens. 
There 
would, 


therefore, appear to be no compelling 
necessity for American citizens 
to 


travel to Europe in time «» war on 
ships carrying an enme yfiag. 
In 


particular, the imperial government* 
is unable oo admit that American cit- 
izens can protect an enemy ship 
through the mere fact of their pres- 
ence on board. 


'Germany merely 
followed Eng- 


land's example when she declared 
part of the high sea, an area of war. 
Consequently, accidenty suffered by 
neutrals on enemy ships in this area 
of waj, cannot well be judged differ- 
ently from accidents to which neu- 
trals are at all times exposed at the 
seat of war on land when they be- 
;ake themselves into dangerous local- 
ities in spite of previous warnigns. 
OF, however, it should not be possible 
for the American government to ac- 
quire an adequate number of neutral 
pasenger steamers, the imperial gov- 
ernment is prepared to interpose n» 
objections to the placing under the 
American flag by the American gov- 
ernment of four enemy passenger 
steamers for passenger 
traffic be- 


tween North Amprica antl England. 
Assurances of 'frep and safe' passage

"The president of the United States 


has declared his readiness, in a way 
deserving of JJianks, to communicate 
and suggest proposals to the goverr- 
ment of Great Britain, with particular [ 
reference to the alteration of mari-1 
time war. The imperial government 
will always be glad to make use of 
the good offices of the president and 
hopes that his efforts in the present 
case, as well as in the direction of' 
the loftv 'deal of thp freedom of the ( 
seas, will lead to an uncbrstandiijsr 


"The undersigned requests the an-- 


bassador to bring the above to t*ip 
knowledge of the Amerjgjm govern- 
ment and avails himself of the op-1 
portumty to renew to his excellency,
